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Shooting  on  Location  in  Potrero  Hill  - 
Film  Crew  Transforms  a Neighborhood

Since  late  March,  film  location  scout 
Gail  Stempler  has  been  working  at  a fev- 
er pitch  to  get  Potrero  Hill  residents, 
merchants  and  several  locations  ready  for 
seven  days  of  filming  for  "Sweet  Novemb- 
er," a feature  film  starring  Keanu  Reeves 
("The  Matrix")  and  Charlize  Theron  ("The 
Cider  House  Rules").  The  independently 
produced  project,  a remake  of  a 1968 
drama  that  starred  Sandy  Dennis,  Anth- 
ony Newly  and  Thodore  Bikel,  is  being 
shot  entirely  in  San  Francisco  by  Sweet 
November  Productions,  Inc.,  a Presidio- 
based  film  company. 

The  film  company  was  to  shoot  scenes 
on  18th  and  Missouri  Streets,  and  "at  and 
around"  Christopher's  Books.  Farley's  and 
Bloom's  Saloon,  beginning  May  2.  Shoot- 
ing continues  through  May  8 and  "wraps 

up"  on  June  1 4.  when  the  film  crew  re- 
turns to  shoot  an  "all  nighter"  at  Bloom's 
Saloon.  Although  Stempler  did  get  resi- 
dents and  merchants  to  agree  to  a seven 
day  shooting  schedule,  she  first  had  to 
meet  with  the  Potrero  Boosters  Neigh- 
borhood Assn,  to  address  community  con- 
cerns and  questions  about  how  the  film 
company  intends  to  minimize  the  level 
of  disruption  that  a week  of  filming  will 
bring  to  our  neighborhood. 

At  the  March  28  meeting,  in  addition 
to  telling  the  Boosters  that  her  company 
would  provide  valet  parking  to  residents 
and  make  an  effort  to  keep  the  noise  lev- 
el down.  Stempler  said  Sweet  November 
Productions  would  donate  $10,000  to  Pot- 
rero community  organizations.  Accord- 
ing the  Boosters'  Dick  Millet,  who  has  al- 
ready received  the  check,  distribution  of 
the  monies  to  "community  selected  pro- 
jects and  causes"  will  be  made  by  the 
Boosters,  the  Potrero  Hill  Merchants 
Assn.,  the  Dogpatch  Neighborhood 
Assn,  and  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House.

Hill  Residents  Named  To  Serve 


On  Potrero  Power  Plant  Task  Force 


Whether  residents  like  it  or  not,  the 
neighborhood  is  impossibly  photogenic 
and  offers  some  of  the  best  views  of  the 
San  Francisco  skyline.  As  a result,  Hill 
residents  are  no  strangers  to  film  crews. 
In  the  past  year,  several  television  pro- 
duction and  advertising  companies  have 
used  the  neighborhood  as  a setting  for 
their  projects,  ("Nash  Bridges,"  "Party  of 
Five,"  and  an  "Eddie  Bauer"  commercial 
And  given  that  Potrero  Hill  is  rapidly  be- 
coming a "trendy"  neighborhood,  it's 
very  likely  there'll  be  even  more  film  pro- 
duction activity  in  the  future. 

Nonetheless,  production  companies 
should  take  seriously  some  of  the  com- 
plaints made  by  residents.  In  particular, 
bright  lights  and  high  noise  levels  during 
the  night  filming  often  keep  residents 
awake.  Some  Hill  residents  have  express- 
ed concern  about  "rude  and  arrogant" 
film  crews  and  officers  of  the  S.F.  Police 
Dept.  And  since  parking  space  is  already 
scarce  in  the  neighborhood,  production 
trailers  that  occupy  several  parking  spac- 
es and  double-parked  trucks  are  a major 
source  of  frustration  for  many  people  on 
the  Hill.

Members  have  been  chosen  for  a task 
force  formed  by  Supervisor  Leland  Yee  to 
discuss  issues  related  to  the  Potrero  pow- 
er plant,  which  was  sold  in  November 
to  the  Southern  Energy  Company. 

Pacific  Gas  & Electric  (PG&E)  sold  the 
power  plant  and  two  others  in  the  area 
for  $801  million,  according  to  published 
reports.  Community  residents  are  con- 
cerned that  the  company  will  increase  its 
output  to  cover  the  cost  of  purchasing 
the  plant  and  to  compensate  for  the  plann- 
ed closure  of  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
plant,  according  to  Dick  Millet,  president 
of  the  Potrero  Boosters  Neighborhood 
Assn. 

"The  power  plant  would  need  to  go  ahead 
and  rev  up  its  engines  and  turn  out  a lot  of

Task  force  members  include  community 
residents  and  merchants  including  Millet, 
Sarah  Ames,  John  Borg,  Bob  Boileau  (who 
also  represents  the  Central  Labor  Council), 
Joe  Boss,  Phillip  DeAndrade,  Babette 
Drefke,  and  Jim  Firth.  Also  on  the  panel 
are  Jill  Lerner  from  the  City  Attorney's 
office,  Richard  Lee  from  the  Health 
Dept.,  Robert  Hayes  from  the  Southern 
Company,  Lawrence  Klein  from  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  and  Claude  Wil- 
son from  the  Southeast  Alliance  for  En- 
vironmental Justice. 

The  task  force  will  hold  regular  public 
meetings,  according  to  Colleen  Crowley, 
aide  to  Supervisor  Yee.  "We  want  to 
make  sure  that  the  plant  operates  in  a 
way  that  is  compatible  with  the  comm- 
unity," said  Crowley. 

Task  force  members  will  also  discuss 
possible  expansion  and  upgrades  of  the 
i plant,  as  well  as  the  plant's  operations  and 
environmental  impact.  An  issue  of  con- 
cern is  the  high  incidence  of  breast  can* 


cer,  asthma  and  toxic  sites  in  tne  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  neighborhoods,  the  site  of 
the  other  power  plant,  and  the  possibility 
of  the  same  kind  of  impact  from  a revv- 
ed up  Potrero  plant,  according  to  Yee. 

Millet  says  that  he  wants  to  ensure 
that  when  the  plant  is  expanded  the  equip- 
ment is  upgraded,  so  it  will  not  put  the 
neighborhhod  at  risk.  "I'm  pushing  for 
state  of  the  art,  I don't  want  less,"  he 
said. 

The  area  around  the  plant  has  been 
designated  as  a live/work  zone,  instead 
of  an  industrial  protection  zone,  accord- 
ing to  Millet,  something  that  was  not  ad- 
vertised to  residents.  The  live-work  zone 
extends  to  Illinois  Street,  and  it  is  unclear 
who  requested  this  designation. 

"These  areas  were  heavy  industrial,  then 
residents  moved  in  and  raised  concerns 
about  how  these  kind  of  industrial  opera- 
tions could  be  going  on  next  door  to  resi- 
dents," Yee  said.

Macromedia  View 

Editor: 

I'm  writing  about  the  April,  2000  front- 
page article  "Multimedia  Boom".  The 
article  says  that  the  parking  space 
problem  will  get  more  intense  once 
Macromedia  moves  into  the  old  S&C 
Ford  building.  It  is  a shame  that  the 
writer  did  not  attend  one  of  the  five 
community  meetings  held  with  neigh- 
bors of  the  property.  We  discussed 
the  following: 

1.  When  S&C  vacates  approximately 
100  cars  that  they  now  park  on  the 
street  will  be  eliminated. 

2.  The  neighbors  requested  as  much 
parking  as  possible.  Therefore  we  are 
excavating  down  30  feet  to  provide  a 
550-car  garage. 

3.  Macromedia  has  a transportation 
system  that  they  will  expand  upon 
greatly  when  the  move  takes  place. 

This  system  provides  extended  hours 
of  private  bus  service  to  Bart  and  the 
MUNI  metro  stops. 

4.  Our  Environmental  Impact  Report 
was  required  to  follow  the  Planning 
Department  guidelines.  However,  we 


know  that  a multimedia  company  is 
different  than  the  department  guide- 
lines. Therefore  we  had  Wilbur  Smith 
Company  do  an  independent  Transport- 
ation survey  of  Macromedia  employees. 
We  learned  that  they  have  a higher 
percentage  of  employees  who  are  local 
residents  and  many  of  the  employees 
come  to  work  late  and  leave  late.  This 
means  there  is  less  conflict  with  con- 
ventional rush  hour  traffic. 

5.  On  the  issue  of  paying  for  services, 
the  dramatically  increased  annual  pay- 
roll taxes  and  real  estate  taxes  asso- 
ciated with  this  development  will 
continue  on  into  the  future  to  help 
provide  services  for  San  Francisco. 

6.  The  neighbors  of  this  project  had 
excellent  suggestions  for  us  which  have 
mainly  been  incorporated  in  our  plans. 
These  include  a public  mini  park  at 
Mariposa  and  Kansas;  greatly  reduced 
height  at  Mariposa  and  Kansas  streets; 
a very,  very  clean,  landscaped  roof; 
trees  around  the  entire  site,  etc.  etc.

As  a worker  employed  by  a small 
company  on  the  Eastern  side  of  the 
Hill,  I wanted  to  express  my  views 
about  zoned  residential  parking  in  this 
area.

Our  businesses  consider  ourselves 
members  of  this  community  and  a 
number  of  us  have  worked  to  contribute 
to  the  neighborhood's  well-being.  Ad- 
ditionally, we  patronize  the  small 
businesses  on  18th  Street  that  many 
residents  enjoy.  Our  money  spent  on 
meals,  books,  flowers,  manicures,  hair- 
cuts and  groceries  helps  the  local 
merchants  stay  in  business. 

We  do  not  want  to  make  life  difficult 
for  the  people  who  have  homes  here. 

We  would  like  to  stay  here  and  share 
this  space.  I really  hope  that  residents 
and  businesses  can  work  together  to 
reach  a compromise  that  would  keep 
this  place  livable  for  everyone.

ZONING  CHANGES  AFFECT  THE  HILL 


A City  Planning  Dept.  Community  Forum  was  to  be  held  May  22,  1990,  to  discuss  pro- 
posed changes  in  zoning  regulations  that  would  alter  the  character  of  the  neighborhood. 
New  controls  were  to  address  concerns  that  affordable  single-family  units  were  being 
torn  down  to  be  replaced  with  bulky  multi-unit  buildings.  The  new  controls  were  to 
assure  that  new  construction  and  alteration  would  not  be  out  of  scale  with  surrounding 
buildings,  yet  would  provide  enough  expansion  potential. 


gHANGES  MADE  IN  1 8th/ARK ANSAS  STREET  PROPOSAL 

The  developer  had  proposed  that  the  18th/Arkansas  Street  project  would  contain  60 
market-rate  condominiums,  priced  at  an  average  $225,000,  a townhouse,  and  29  below- 
market  rate  artist's  live-work  spaces,  at  rents  between  $359  and  $680  in  1989  dollars. 
Initial  neighborhood  reactions  were  that  it  was  too  tall,  too  dense,  lacked  adequate 
parking  and  did  not  permit  adequate  light  and  air  to  the  street.  The  developer  res- 
ponded to  complaints  by  modifying  certain  features  of  the  development.  Opponents 
of  the  project,  organized  by  the  Potrero  Hill  Commons,  wanted  the  area  to  be  kept  as 
open  space.  They  hoped  to  be  able  to  raise  enough  money  to  ouy  tne  property  irom 
developer  Rich  Holliday. 

VIEW  EDITORIAL  MARKS  THE  DEATH  OF  HARRY  BRIDGES 

Harry  Bridges,  the  labor  leader  who  was  one  of  the  founders  and  the  long-time  presi- 
dent of  the  Int'l.  Longshoremen's  <3c  Warehousemen's  Union  (ILWU),  died  March  30 
1990,  at  the  age  of  88.  Bridges  led  the  1934  general  strike  that  established  San  Fran- 
cisco's reputation  as  the  nation's  foremost  "union  town,"  where  working  people  could 
be  assured  of  jobs  with  decent  pay  and  treatment  with  dignity.  The  ILWU  was  also 
for  many  years  in  the  forefront  of  the  fight  for  racial  equality  and  justice. 

POTRERO  ROCK  ANALYZED 

Potrero  Hill  was  formed  from  a huge  outcrop  of  serpentine  rock,  and  has  always  been 
considered  geologically  relatively  stable.  That  only  slight  damage  incurred  during 
two  major  earthquakes  offered  proof  of  that.  The  common  form  of  serpentine  found 
on  the  Hill  is  called  chrysolite.  It  can  be  red,  green,  yellow,  black  or  brown,  and  has  a 
silky  lustre.  Chrysolite  is  the  principal  source  of  asbestos  in  the  world.

A new  MUNI  line  traveling  on  Potrero 
Hill  is  part  of  the  South  of  Market  Action 
Plan  which  will  be  proposed  by  MUNI  staff 
to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
May  16. 

The  42E  line  is  part  of  a package  of 
changes  that  MUNI  says  are  designed  to 
improve  transit  services  "in  this  growing 
and  under-served  portion  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," will  run  from  Van  Ness  Avenue 
and  North  Point  Street,  routing  via  Town- 
send Street  through  the  SOMA  District, 
and  then  on  Rhode  Island  and  De  Haro 
Streets  and  down  to  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital. 

Although  the  plan's  primary  goal  is 
serving  the  SOMA  area,  it  also  seeks  to 
provide  "additional  new  connectivity  and 
more  reliable  service  to  nearby  and 
surrounding  neighborhoods,"  including 
Potrero  Hill. 

"By  routing  the  42E  line  over  Potrero 
Hill,' MUNI  will  be  able  to  offer  direct 
service  from  Potrero  Hill  to  SOMA  and 
the  Financial  District  for  the  first  time," 
MUNI  indicates.  "Many  Potrero  Hill 
residents  now  work  in  those  new  SOMA 
jobs,  while  the  direct  Financial  District 
service  compliments  MUNl's  grid  and 
has  been  sought  by  other  Potrero  Hill 
residents  for  over  20  years." 

However,  some  Hill  residents  see 
problems  with  the  new  route. 

At  an  April  4 community  meeting,  a 
number  of  participants  stressed  that  if 
the  42E  line  is  extended  over  Potrero 
Hill,  it  should  be  put  on  streets  other 


than  Rhode  Island  and  De  Haro  Streets, 
which  already  have  considerable  bus 
traffic  from  the  19  Polk  line. 

But  MUNI  disagrees.  "Placing  the 
42E  line  on  the  same  streets  as  the 
19  line  allows  a high-frequency  corridor 
to  be  developed,  providing  better 
service  to  the  residents  of  Potrero  Hill," 
they  claim. 

"There  are  a limited  number  of  north- 
south  streets  on  Potrero  Hill  that  have 
grades  that  allow  bus  service,  and  are 
through  streets,"  MUNI  adds.  "All  of 
these  streets  already  have  MUNI  service 
on  them,  so  moving  the  proposed  42E 
line  to  any  of  these  streets  would  raise 
the  same  issues  as  raised  on  Rhode  Island 
and  De  Haro." 

One  major  community  concern  about 
the  doubled  service  on  Rhode  Island  and 
De  Haro  Streets  is  the  increased  noise 
from  the  buses.  Participants  in  the  commu- 
nity meetings  had  suggested  electrifying 
the  19  and  42E  routes  to  reduce  noise. 
Prospects  for  electrification  are  greater 
with  a high-frequency  corridor,  MUNI 
responded. 

Also  proposed  as  part  of  the  South  of 
Market  Action  Plan  is  moving  the  north- 
bound 19  line  from  9th  Street  to  7th 
Street,  a change  that  a number  of 
community  participants  oppose.

According  to  the  guidelines  prepared 
by  the  San  Francisco  Film  and  Video  Arts 
Commission,  the  liaison  between  the  film 
industry  and  neighborhood  and  merchant 
groups,  filming  activity  in  residential 
areas  is  normally  allowed  only  between 
the  hours  of  7 a.m.  and  10  p.m.  If  a film 
company  must  film  outside  those  hours 
the  company  must  petition  the  neighbor- 
hood and  collect  signatures  from  resi- 
dents. Since  Sweet  November's  shooting 
schedule  does  include  late  night  and  all 
night  filming  activity.  Stempler  has  been 
speaking  to  several  residents  to  get  ap- 
proval. 

The  Boosters'  John  De  Castro,  who 
lives  on  Missouri  Street,  has  been  vocal 
about  the  "ongoing  disruption"  that  a 
seven-day  filming  schedule  with  "extend- 
ed hours"  presents  for  him  and  his  fam- 
ily. He's  also  concerned  about  the  noise 
levels  and  the  possibility  that  the  film 
crew  may  fail  to  use  wheel  blocks  on 
production  trucks  parked  on  steep  hills. 

After  meeting  with  Stempler,  DeCast- 
ro  says  the  film  company  is  making  a 
concerted  effort  to  be  a "good  guest"  in 
the  neighborhood  and,  unlike  previous 
film  companies,  Sweet  November  Pro- 
ductions is  complying  with  the  Comm- 
ission's guidelines.  DeCastro  urges  Hill 
residents  to  become  familiar  with  the 
Commission's  guidelines  - some  of 
which  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  product- 
ion companies  - and  make  the  Comm- 
ission's Executive  Director,  P.J.  John- 


son, aware  of  their  concerns. 

Several  merchants  who  talked  to  The 
View  say  that  Stempler  and  the  film 
company's  $10,000  donation  to  the  Hill 
and  eagerness  to  work  with  members  of 
the  community  is  a move  in  the  right 
direction.  In  fact,  Roger  Hillyard.  the 
owner  of  Farley's,  believes  that  Stemp- 
ler's  professional  approach  and  honesty 
is  an  indication  that  the  Sweet  Novemb- 
er filming  will  be  "less  disruptive  than 
other  productions  on  the  Hill." 

Hillyard,  who's  agreed  to  let  the  film 
company  rent  his  coffee  house  for  one 
day,  says  he's  particularly  impressed  by 
the  production  company's  offer  to  prov- 
ide residents  with  valet  parking  and  its 
willingness  to  put  up  people  who  are 
displaced  by  the  filming  activity  in  hotels. 
"If  anything,  this  whole  thing  has  pulled 
people  together  and  has  them  communic- 
ating with  each  other."  says  Hillyard, 
who  plans  to  donate  some  of  the  money 
he's  receiving  as  compensation  for  use  of 
his  space  to  the  Merchants  Assn.  Also, 
since  Hillyard,  who  lives  in  an  apartment 
above  his  store,  recognizes  the  disruption 
the  one-day  closing  of  Farley's  brings  to 
his  employees  and  customers,  he  intends 
to  pay  his  entire  staff  for  the  day  Far- 
ley's is  closed.  After  production  is  com- 
pleted, Hillyard  and  Sweet  November 
Productions  will  co-sponsor  a "free 
coffee  day"  for  Hill  residents.  Stempler 
has  also  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Leslie  Goldberg,  the  owner  of  "Hazel's," 


to  purchase  sandwiches  for  the  crew. 

Tee  Minot,  owner  of  Christopher's 
Books,  is  also  taking  a positive  attitude 
toward  the  Sweet  November  filming 
activity.  Minot's  store  will  be  closed  for 
one  day  while  the  film  company  shoots 
"exteriors"  scenes  for  the  film.  "I  don't 
really  know  how  I feel  about  it.  But 
there's  a part  of  me  that  thinks  it's  ex- 
citing to  see  our  neighborhood  used  in  a 
movie,"  says  Minot,  who  plans  to  donate 
a huge  part  of  the  money  she's  receiving 
for  the  annual  book  drive.  "For  that 
reason  alone,  it's  okay  with  me  if  I'm  in- 
convenienced," adds  Minot. 

Minot,  who  also  lives  on  the  Hill,  attr- 
ibutes some  of  the  resistance  to  the 
Sweet  November's  presence  in  the  neigh- 
borhood as  part  of  a larger  issue.  "The 
fact  of  the  matter  is  Potrero  Hill  is 
changing  whether  we  like  it  or  not." 

In  the  meantime,  however,  many  resi- 
dents and  merchants  are  taking  a "wait 
and  see"  attitude.  If  Stempler  and  the 
production  company  come  through  on 
their  promises  to  both  residents  and  mer- 
chants, then  many  members  of  the  comm- 
unity are  more  likely  to  let  production 
companies  use  Potrero  Hill  as  a setting 
for  movies  and  commercials.

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Looking  at  Natural  Alternatives 
To  Hormone  Replacement  Therapy 


To  use  HRT  (Hormone  Replacement 
Therapy)  or  not?  That  is  the  question  for 
many  women  approaching  menopause. 

The  decision  has  become  more  complica- 
ted in  light  of  new  research  that  shows 
that  even  though  estrogen  lowers  cholest- 
erol, it  doesn't  necessarily  protect  coro- 
nary (heart)  arteries. 

Preliminary  results  of  a major  long- 
term study  suggest  that  HRT  in  post- 
menopausal women  may  actually  increuse 
chances  for  stroke  or  heart  attack.

But,  estrogen  dramatically  in- 
creases the  risk  of  endometrial  (the  lining 
of  the  uterus)  cancer.  It  was  discovered 
that  adding  progesterone  can  counteract 
the  danger  of  uterine  cancer.  Estrogen 
also  increases  the  risk  of  breast  cancer. 
Now  it  appears  that  progesterone  can  in- 
crease the  risk  of  breast  cancer  also 
(Journal  of  the  Mericun  Medical  Assn., 
Jan.  26,  2000). 

Doctors  point  out  that  heart  disease 
kills  more  women  per  year  than  breast 
cancer.  But  if,  as  scientists  now  suspect, 
estrogen  does  not  prevent  heart  disease, 
then  the  benefit-risk  ratio  changes  signif- 
icantly. The  Estrogen  Replacement  and 
Atherosclerosis  (ERA)  study  just  out 
demonstrates  that  neither  Premarin 
(estrogen)  or  Prempo  (estrogen  plus  pro- 
gesterone) is  better  than  a placebo  at 
preventing  plaque  from  building  up  in 
coronary  arteries.  This  new  information 
creates  confusion  for  women. 


So,  what  about  alternatives  to  HRT? 
Some  women  can't  or  don't  want  to  take 
hormones.  Traditional  Chinese  Medicine 
(TCM),  which  includes  acupuncture  und 
Chinese  herbs,  excels  at  reducing  the 
menopausal  symptoms.

ce  without  side  effects,  can  offer  a safe 
and  effective  alternative  to  HRT,  even 
though  its  effects  aren't  as  rapid  as  the 
"quick  fix"  of  HRT.  If  need  be,  acu- 
puncture and  Chinese  herbs  may  be 
combined  with  HRT,  because  they  work  in 
difference  ways. 

HRT  works  by  "tricking"  the  body  into 
thinking  that  it  is  still  ovulating,  but  it 
doesn't  tonify  the  kidneys.  Chinese  medi- 
cine, on  the  other  hand,  gently  tonifies 
the  kidney  and  kidney  essence  to  help  a 
woman  in  this  transitional  time  of  life. 

As  a TCM  pracititioner,  along  with 
acupunture  and  herbs,  I may  also  recom- 
mend changes  in  diet  and  lifestyle.

On  Sunday,  May  21,  some  of  the  Bay 
Area's  most  distinguished  performing 
artists  will  come  together  in  a benefit 
concert  for  a child  with  a future  of  dance 
and  creativity,  but  who  is  currently 
fighting  a daily  battle  with  leukemia. 

Eric  Takashige  Boehm  is  an  11 -year-old 
dance  student  at  Marin  Ballet.  Having 
been  diagnosed  with  leukemia  two  years 
ago,  he  has  continued  to  dance  even 
while  on  a strict  regimen  of  chemotherapy. 

The  performance  is  at  2 p.m.  at  Potrero 
Middle  School  for  the  Arts,  655  DeHaro 
St. 

On  Feb.  1,  only  weeks  after  Eric  had 
danced  the  role  of  "Fritz"  in  the  Marin 
Ballet  production  of  "The  Nutcracker," 
Eric’s  family  learned  that  he  had  suffer- 
ed a relapse,  and  would  require  a bone 
marrow  transplant.  His  eight-year-old 
sister  Kara  proved  to  be  a perfect  match 
on  all  six  genetic  criteria  for  the  trans- 
plant. 

His  other  great  lifeline  is  dance.  Even 
as  he  struggled  with  the  news  that  he 
might  not  be  in  shape  to  perform  the  solo 
he  has  been  rehearsing  for  the  Marin 
Ballet  Spring  Showcase,  Eric  continues 
to  take  classes  as  often  as  he  can. 

As  they  talked  with  friends  and 
family  who  were  locking  for  ways  to 
support  Eric,  Gary  Malkin,  a composer 
and  the  parent  of  a friend  of  Kara's 


and  Toba  Singer,  Potrero  Branch  Librari- 
an and  long-time  family  friend,  hit  upon 
the  idea  of  inviting  dancers,  musicians 
and  choreographers  to  contribute  their 
talents  to  a concert  honoring  Eric  and 
his  struggle  to  continue  his  life  as  a 
dancer. 

Responding  to  the  invitation  to  per- 
form were:  Katita  Waldo,  principal

A number  of  small  theatre  companies 
are  beginning  to  call  the  Hill  "home." 

One  of  them  is  the  Encore  Theatre 
Comoanv.  which  is  beginning  e oartner- 
ship  with  "Thick  Descriptions"  who 
opened  their  season  a few  months  ago. 
Encore  will  be  sharing  the  space  occupied 
by  Thick  at  1695  - 8th  St.  (near  Arkansas 
St.),  on  a two-show  per  year  agreement. 

For  13  years  Encore  has  been  an  itine- 
rant company,  producing  many  theatre 
pieces  in  a myriad  of  places  in  and  around 
San  Francisco.  The  company  was  created 
by  alumni  and  associates  of  the  American 
Conservatory  Theatre  (A.C.T.)  as  a 
showpiece  for  the  talents  of  actors  who 
wanted  to  be  involved  in  more  unique  and 
innovative  as  well  as  experimental 
theater.  Encore  has  produced  25  plays, 
including  some  by  Bay  Area  playwrights, 
as  well  as  little  known  pieces  by,  among 
others,  David  Mamet,  Maxim  Gorky  and 
Lanford  Wilson. 

Encore's  Artistic  Director  Lisa  Steind- 
ler is  not  deterred  by  the  small  size  of 
the  75-seat  Thick  House  theatre  because, 


she  states,  they  have  an  audience  commit- 
ment of  between  500-7UO  who  have  faith- 
fully followed  the  company  from  venue  to 
venue.  "We  hope  to  give  people  a home 
here  on  Potrero  Hill,  and  want  to  do  new 
pieces  that  no  one  has  seen,"  she  said. 

Steindler  points  out  that  there  is  a 
renaissance  of  small  companies  in  small 
places,  and  interested  in  ensemble 
work,  which  is  a stabilizing  effect  in  the 
world  of  theatre.
